In July, CMS updated specification sheets with new criteria for EP Objective 6 and Objective 7 Meaningful Use 
attestation for Program Year 2019 and beyond. No modifications were required for the way MAPIR evaluates Objective 
6, but the update did indicate a change for MAPIR pass/fail logic for Objective 7, Health Information Exchange, as 
follows: 
 

• The objective will pass when two exclusions are taken and the threshold for the remaining measure is met.  

• The objective will fail when an exclusion is selected for one measure, the threshold is met on a second measure, 
and the threshold is not met for a third measure.
